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PETLURA’S GANGS 
REORGANISED 


Nazis’ Murder Plans 
SOVIET VOWS VENGEANCE 


A Geneva message states that under the auspices of the 
Nazis a conference has been held in Warsaw of former 
officers and men who a little over two decades ago tought 
in the pogrom bands of the late Ukrainian gangster leader 
and Jew-baiter, Petlura. The object of the conterence was 
to organise all the available members of the Petlura bands 
and their su®porters to assist Hitler against Soviet Russia 
and the Jews. The conference, complying with Hutler’s 
wishes, adopted a decision to assist the Axis in trying to 
destroy Soviet rule and the Jews in the Ukraine. 

latest development in Hitler's murder plans ts a erm 
addendum to the solemn indictment levelled against him this 
week by M. Molotov, the Soviet Foreign Minister, in- his note 
addressed to all non-Axis powers 

Aiter referring to the “ unheard-of acts of terror including 
mass murders among the civilian population, perpetrated bf 
the German armed forces,” M. Molotov declared: ** These acts 
are not individual crimes committed by a few officers and men 
ot the German Army, but constitute a definite policy on the 
part of the Hitler Government, carried out with premeditation, 
and alter careful planning The Soviet Government declared 
that nt lays all the responsibility for these ruthless, mnhuman, 
and rapacious acts on the criminal Hitlerne Government in 
Germany.” 


Bandits and Criminals 


The Note described many of the atrocities, of which (it said) 
the Soviet Government had documentary proot, and added: 

The Hitlerite army consists not of ordinary men, but Of bandits 
Whose am is to annihilate peace-loving peoples who stand in 
the way of the criminal aims of the German Fascists tor 
domination over other peoples and the whole world 

“ Wherever the Germans have seized Seviet territory,” it 
went on, “ they have wilfully destroved and wiped out towns, 
villages. and settlements In the town of Kiev, in the course 
of a few days, 52,000 men and women, and particularly old 
men and children—Russians, Ukrainians, Jews, anybody loyal 


te the Soviet Government—were killed. ... In the Jewish 
cemetery at Kiev a large number of Jews were lined up, told 
to lic down, and then shot with automatic weapons They 


were then covered with earth and another batch brought up, 
treated similarly and buried above them 

“In Kamenets Podolsk,” said the Note, * 8,000 people were 
shot. In Marfipol more than 3,000 of the inhabitants, mostly 
old men and children, were shot. In Kerch several thousand 
people were shot. In Rostov tens of thousands were killed. 
The Soviet Government also has evidence in its possession,” 
according to the Note, “of the employment by the German High 
Command of peaceful inhabitants as cover for German troops 
in battles with the Red Army.” 

Ihe Note declared that’ the Soviet will not sheath tts sword 
until every one of these criminals and animals ts destroved 
and the terrible fate of the peaceful Sevict citizens massacred 
by them avenged 

‘The Soviet Government is waging war for the liberty, inde- 
pendence, and rights, not only of the Russia cople, but also 
of all freedom-loving peoples of the’ world/ It vean and will 
end only with the complete and absolute destruction of Hitler's 
hordes, with the complete defeat of the tyranny of Hitler.” 


JEWS’ CLOTHES FOR HITLER’S 

FREEZING TROOPS 

Hitler having fatled to provide suitable clothing for the 
German army on the Eastern front, the Jews under his 
domination are being forced to make good his mistake. 

Jewish Communal Boards in the Third Reich, in the “ Pro- 
tectorate " of Bohemia and Moravia, and- in many parts of 
Poland, have been instructed by the Nazis to register all warm 
winter clothing, underwear, boots, and blankets belonging to 
Jews with a view to sending them to the Russian front for the 
benefit of the German army. The Communal Boards have been 
made responsible for the strict execution of Ahe order, and 
Ollenders against it are said to have been thrdatened with the 
death penalty. 

lt is characteristic that in Bohemia and Méravia, the Nazts 
have warned the Czechs not to assist the Jewp in hiding away 
any of the required articles. 

Ihe newly-created Union of Rumanian Jews (in place of the 
dissolved Jewish Communal Boards. and Organisations) has 
received orders from the Government to organise throughout 
Rumania “ voluntary’ collections of warm clothes for the 
troops tighting in Russia. The already impoverished Jews are 
therefore being compelled to part with overcoats and underweat 
which they badly need fer the winter for themselves, and which 
they are unable to replace. 

A similar order has been issued by the Slovak Government 
to the Jewish Communal Boards, with detinite instructions that 
all fur coats owned by Jews must be sent to the front in Russia, 
and that only a very limited quantity of clothing, underwear, 
and boots can be retained by the Jews. For all new clothing 
taken from Jews, the Government will refund--so it says-— 
10 per cent. of the value. 


VICHY AND 
THE JEWS 


Curious Justifying 
of * Racism” 


M._ Joseph Barthélemy, one of the members of Marshal 
Pétain’s Vichy Government, who holds the office of Keeper of 
the Seals and has been specially chafged with the redrafting of 
French law so as to curry favour with the Nazi masters, has 
contributed a curious article to an Algiers magazine, PAarrRie, 
under the heading, “* The Law of the Marshal.” 

Ihe magazine itself, which commemorates in this, its first 
issuc, the defeat ofl France in June, 1940, ts an elaborately pro- 
duced piece of journalistic grovelling. as though to indicate that 
the kind of people who can lick the hand of Pétain with such 
servility could demonstrate their abjyectness to Pétain’s master, 
Hitler, by achieving an even greater depth of humiliation. 

M. Barthélemy was formerly Professor of Law in the Univer- 
sity of Paris. Even before the deed of shame in March, 1938, 
this born quisling wrote a notorious article in. the French Press 
urging the then French Government to abandon Czechoslovakia. 
For years betore the war he was always urging the closest 
collaboration with Nazi Germany, and he is under grave 
suspicion amongst many French people 

In this Patrie article Barthélemy, after announcing hi 
Fascmt detestation of democracy, and after haying, in the usua 
hackneyed phrases, sought to attribute all France's misfortunes 
to the refugees trom the East é(cf. Hitler's Ostjiuden), proceeds 
to the following unctuous treatment of the position of French 
Jews as he sees it 

“In dealing with the Jewish problem,”” he declares, “it ts 
necessary to speak seriously, calmly, and in a friendly and 
brotherly manner, but at the same time frankly and courage- 
ously Most of us have numbered Jews amongst our friends; 
| have had triends of this race, and | am anxious to retain them. 
It is. all the same, a fact that they have refused for centuries 
to submerge themselves in the French community. * Place a 
tumblerful of oil in a barrel of water, Grand Rabbin once 
proudly declared, *‘ and the oi! will still remain separate, Double 
the amount of water. triple it, muttiply it by ten, by a hundred, 
the glassful of-oil will never mix with the baser liquid. So it-ts 
with our race. 


“ Everything “ Verboten’ 


* That is the fact which the French Government has to face, 
It does not seck to assimilate the Jews, torcibly as did Spain, 
where Jews disappeared first into the form of Marranos and 
thence by the process of inter-martiage into good Spaniards. 
The French Government does not propose to expel them. § It 
will not deprive them of the means of existence. It merely 
forbids them the functions of controlling the French soul or 
the interests of France. They must not teach in the schools, 
Since they would thus be attempting to mould the children of 
a community in which they refuse to enter. They will not be 
allowed to govern the country, on the borders of which they 
have persistently remained: they will not be Prefects nor 
Counsellors of State. This great body has had in consequence 
to lose a good dozen of its-members. They will not be allowed 
to occupy positions -of control in any spheres where they may 
exercise direct influence upon the morals of the country: they 
will not be directors of theatres, newspapers, cinemas, under- 
takings, etc. 

“Tl am haunted as I write these words by the thought of 
those great Jews who are my colleagues, associates, or friends, 
like the great Bergson, one of the undisput€d glories of French 
Philosopohy and literature, and, let me = stress, of French 
thought. Marshal Pétain has provided measures for exceptions. 
Also my* heart ts broken when I think of the numerous 
individual tragedies. 

“TI need all my reason to think that one really must take 
measures, even against one’s feelings, to effect a surgical cure 
for the soul of France, which ts suffering from an illness which 
has brought us where we are 

* The law its cruel. Those who are responsible for the 
destiny of the country have judged it necessary.” 


AMERICAN CAMPAIGN FOR 
JEWISH ARMY 


Advertising in New York Press 


An extensive advertising campaign to bring to the atten- 
tion of the general public in America the arguments in 
favour of the establishment of a Jewish Fighting Force has 
been undertaken in New York by the Committee for a 
Jewish Army, reports the Jewish Telegraphic Agency. A 
full-page advertisement in the New York Times was 
devoted to the subject on Monday. 

It is hoped in American Jewish circles that an impetus may be 
given to the scheme because of the fact that a number of 
Australian officers in the Near East are being called back to 
Australia to undertake the training of new recruits there. 


Two booklets, one dealing with the problem of Jewish mass 
emigration after the war, and the other with the question of 
the Jewish Army, have been issued in New York by the Institute 


of Jewish Affairs of the World Jewish Congress.

CITRUS MARKET 
PROSPECTS 


Efforts to Dispose of the Surplus 


(From our [Delayed]) 


By the time these ljines are in print, the Palestine citrus 
harvest will be in full swing—although that phrase is some- 
thing of a misnomer at present, in view of the inability (for 
the second winter in succession) to export any fraction of 
the crop. Efforts are still being made to dispose of the 
large surplus in neighbouring countries, and particularly to 
the military authorities. 

It is hoped to sell 20,000 tons, or about 600,000 cases in 
other Middle East territories, The Lebanon is likely to be the 
chief customer. This year’s crop is estimated at between fou: 
to six millon cases (compared with 15,000,000 cases in. the 
season just before the outbreak of war). Palestine itself will 
need about 40,000 tons. while by-products manufacturing will 
absorb another 15,000 tons The extraction of etheric acid- 
ol from the peel of oranges and lemons is likely to prove one of 
the chief features of industrial conversion of the fruit 

Local citrus tax and excise duty are likely to yield £P.100,000, 
which will be devoted by the Citrus Marketing Board to the 
benefit of the industry. Growers hope that if they can ect 
£P.5S00,000 from the sale of fruit and another £P.500,000 as a 
Government loan, as last year, they will be able to tide over the 
present scason

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INTER-UNIVERSITY CONFERENCE 


Students’ Resolution on Jewish Army 
SOCIAL SURVEYS UNDERTAKEN 
[From our Correspondent) 


The twenty-third annual conference of the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, and the third 
annual mecting of the Universities: Zionist Council, was held in 
Manchester, on three days last weck, in the Higher Broughton 
Synagogue Rooms and at the Midland Hotel. The Chairman, 
Mr. V. Herzog, presided. 

Councillor Moss welcomed the delegates to Manchester. 

In his report, the Chairman pointed out that the work of the 
1.U.J.F. was increasing in scope despite the depletion in numbers 
of Jewish students at the Universities. 

The Foreign Secretary, Mr. S. Goldwater, reported that, up 

to date, over £40 had been raised towards the appeal for a 
Students’ Hostel at the Hebrew University. Close contact was 
being maintained with the American and Empire Jewish student 
The conference sent greetings to fellow-students of the U.S.A., 
now joined in the common struggle against the forces of 
Nazism and Fascism. We declare our resolve to strive fo: 
the national rights of the Jewish people, particularly for the 
lormation of a Jewish Army. We reaffirm our determination 
to fight alongside our American allies until the last vesiiges 
of totalitarian ideology have oecen finally uprooted.” 

r. S. G. Cohen, Chairman of the Universities’ Zionist 
Council, described the effective support given to the Keren 
Havesod and the J.N.F. Victory Campaign Funds by students, 
and other Zionist activities. 

Appreciation Was expressed by the conference to the Bachad 
flor having arranged the University Harvesting Scheme and 
enabling over SO students to participate in it. 

Mr. H. Lowenberg, Education Secretary, reported that a 
bulletin had been issued by his department, and it was resolved 
to continue its publication once a term 

The Treasurer, in his report, pointed out that the usual 
sources of income, which had maintained the Federation, had 
dried up owing to war-time conditions and especially to the 
cessation of summer schools. Considerable economies had been 
made in organisation, but the amount of activity was, as with 
all student bodies, mnereasing

What was required was that the various 
clauses im that Charter should be applied to the Jewish people 
collectively and individually. It was important that the British 
people and particularly the more educated sections of the public 
should be given the facts and stimulated to think about the 
Jewish situation. He felt sure that they would then soon fealise 
that what the Jewish people required was a guarantee of citizen 
equality in the various countries in which they lived and national 
equality in the sense that the Jewish people, like other nations, 
should have their own State in Palestine. 

Protessor L. Namier said that the stigma of inferiority 
which Hitler had cast upon the whole of the Jewish people could 
only be wiped away if the Jews secured recognition of then 
nationhood. One of the first methods by which this could be 
achieved was by the formation ot a Jewish Fighting Force. The 
four million or more Jews in Central and Eastern Europe must, 
atter the war, be given the chance of a new life in the Jewish 
State in Palestine, and the establishment of this State must 
become from now on the most important of all Jewish 
endeavours throughout the world. 

At the fourth session of the conference, Mr. Lucien Harris, 
of the newly formed Information Department of the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine, spoke, and the conference welcomed the 
setting up of the new department. 


Resolution on Jewish Fighting Force 


A comprehensive resolution was passed on the question of the 
breakdown of negotiations between the Jewish Agency and the 
British Government concerning the formation of a Jewish 
National Fighting Force In this resolution the contercnce 
expressed its pride in the outstanding service performed by 
Jewish troops trom Palestine in many fields of war, agd recorded 
its deepest disappointment at the Government's icfusal as yet 
to eStablish an army enrolled wherever Jews were tree to enlist, 
in which those troops could fight under their national flag and in 
the name of their own people.

Impressions of Achievement 


[From a Correspondent) 


“Is Education Weck the new name for Chanucah? ” is a 
question | was asked in mock seriousness bya peacher. “ No,” 
was my reply, “ but the Hebrew word for education happens 
to come from the same root as the word Chanucah, and it was 
a stroke of genius On some ones part to connect the two in 
this way.”

Education, in 
that sense, was a luaury, and luxuries could not be tolerated in 
war-time. The first aim was, therefore, to convince the man 
in the strect that education was a vital necessity, and never 
more so than im the circumstances of evacuation. Secondly, he 
had to be made to realise that educatfon could never be placed 
on a sound basis until it was made the first and foremost charge 
upon the collective resources of the Community,

PINCHAS RUTENBERG 


Gave Electricity to Eretz Yisrael 
HIS LAST PLEA FOR UNITY 


Pinchas Rutenberg, famous founder of the Palestine 
Electric Corporation, died at the Hadassah Hospital, 
Jerusalem,” on Saturday morning, 
after a long illness. Two days earlier 
he ghad asked that leaders of the 
political parties should come to him 
as he wisked to appeal once again for 
their efforts to co-operate peacefully 
in the interests of the Yishuv, but 
when they arrived he lost conscious- 
ness and was unable to address them. 

At the funeral on Sunday several 
hundred mourners, despite thick sf®w— 
very unusual for Eretz Yisrael—marched 
the long distance from the hospital to 
the Mount of Olives, where handfuls of 
earth were thrown on the grave by Chief 
Rabbi Isaac Herzog, Mr. Rutenberg’s relatives, members of the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency, and workers from. the 
deceased's great electrical undertaking, 

Mr. Rutenberg’s will directs that all his personal property 
shall be utilised to constitute a Rutenberg Endowment Fund, 
the proceeds of which are to be devoted to the cducation of 
Jewish youth in Palestine. The testator urges that no monetary 
collections shall be taken up in order to perpetuate his name, 
and asks also that no streets or villages shall be named after 
him. An impassioned plea ts made for unity in the Yisheav. 
“The division of our people into communities, parties, and 
sects has always been our disaster,” this document declares. 
“Civil strite has brought us to the brink of the abyss, and if 
it does not cease ruin confronts us... . For the education of 
Jewish youth I dedicate the proceeds of my estate. May this 
capital and income serve to initiate a great fund to inculcate in 
youth the spirit of unity and brotherhood-——the spirit of 
srach.”’ 


Adventurous Career 


Pinchas Rutenberg was born in Romny, Poltava, Russia, 63 
years ago, and was trained as an engineer at the Technological 
College, Moscow. Early in life he became a member ol the 
Social Revolutionary Party, and he played a part im the activities 
leading up to the disturbances of 1905. He helped to expose 
the treachery of Father Gapon (ool of Rasputin), who was 
killed Rutenberg s «active connection with the Zsonist move- 
ment began im Italy, where he was working as an engineer. 
Mussolini, then a Socialist, was a great admirer of his abilities. 
In 1914 he left Italy to go to America, where he propagated 
Zionism and helped to recruit men for the Jewish Battalion of 
the British Army. Before the end of the war he returned to 
Russia and became Assistant Commander-in-Chief of Petrograd 
(now Leningrad) in the short-lived Kerensky Government of 
1917. After the fall of Kerensky, Rutenberg was one of the 
Triumvirate with whom the government of Northern Russia 
rested for a short time. In this, however, he tailed, and was 
imprisined, but the invasion of the Germans set him free. 
From Russia he went to Paris and then to Palestine. 

Arrived in Eretz Yoistacl, the engineer conceived the project 
of harnessing the Jordan to produce electric power. He went 
up and down the river ull he found, at a spot called Jisr, a 
place where the Yarmuk River's fall, if combined with the fall 
of the Jordan, would create a drop of 170 feet, great enough to 
generate the power required for all Palestine and more, He 
founded the Palestine Flectric Corporation, of which he was 
Managing. Director, in 1923. To carry his scheme into eflect, 
to obtain the capital for uw. to get the Government concessions, 
required tremendous energy. Rutenberg had that energy; and 
in 1930 he switched on the current from his first power station 
on the Jordan. The large station near Hatta, built on the side 
of Mount Carmel, is a model of industrial architectural 
design. In 1937 the third station was set up on the hanks of 
the Yarkon. He was keen on social welfare and good. con- 
ditions of life for workers, and under his management the 
Corporation kept up a high standard as employers of both 
Arab and Jewish labour, thereby promoting good  tecling 
between both peoples. 

For a number of years Rutenberg stayed out of all public 
afluirs in Palestine. But after repeated requests he became a 
member of the Vaad Leumi. and after the riots of 1929 he 
was, until 1931, President. He accepted the Presidency of the 
Vaad Leumi again in 1939, but resigned the position after ten 
months, having failed to achieve unity in the Yishuyv, despite 
unremitting efforts. Dr. Weizmann said of him, on his 60th 
birthday, that he had done more for the Yishuv than any other 
single individual. 


Chief Secretary's Tribute 


“ We mourn to-day a great man,” declared Mr. MacPherson, 
the Chict Secretary of Palestine, in a statement to the Press. 
*“ By the passing of Pinchas Rutenberg, Palestine becomes the 
poorer. He failed in his endeavour to promote unity in the 
Yishuv: and we could honour his name in no better way than 
by remembering to carry out his wishes.’ 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann, President of the Jewish Agency and the 
World Zionist Oyganisation, said in a message: “ His conspicu- 
ous mioncer achievement will be a permanent-monument in our 
National Home, to which he contributed light and leadership, 
giving a noble exampl® of constructive idealism,” 

* ‘The man and his creative power have always been near and 
dear to the Histadrut,”’ declared Mr. David Remez, President of 
the Centre Committee of the -Histadrut Haovdim (General 
bederation of Jewish Labour in Palestine). 

The Central Committee of the Jewish State Party, at a meet- 
ing in London on Sunday, paid tribute to the late Mr. Ruten- 
berg and sent a cable to his family. 

The death of Pinchws Rutenberg is deeply mourned by all 
sections of the American Zionist movement, and tributes to his 

“memory have been paid by Rabbi Stephen S. Wise, Chairman 
of the World Zionist Congress, Mr. David Ben Gurion, Chair- 
man of the Jewish Agency Executive, Mr. S. Mereminsky, 
Palestine Labour leader, as well as all the leading Zionist 
institutions, including the Emergency Committee for Zionist 
Atlairs and the Hadassah. The general Press in America carries 
long obituary notices, while the Jewish Press emphasises that 
the services of Mr. Rutenberg were rendered not only to the 
Yishuv, but also to American Jewry, since he was one of the 
founders of the American Jewish Congress during his stay in 
the country in 1914. 


The death has taken place in Tel-Aviv, at the age of 63, of 
Mr. Isaac Osrrowsky, Assistant Manager of the Mizrachi 
Bank, and an elder brother of Rabbi M. Ostrowsky, member of 
the Executive of the Vaad Leumi.

THE REV. B. FERTLEMAN 
Active West Ham Minister 


The Minister of the West Ham Synagogue, Earlham 
Grove, the Rev. Benzion Fertleman, died suddenly last 
Friday, six months after the death of Mrs. Fertleman. He 
was 44 years old, 

The late minister had served the West Ham Congregation 
for five years, during which time he was active not only in the 
numerous departments of Synagogue, Zionist, and communal 
life that were organised at the busy Earlham Grove centre but 
also in many of the Borough activities at West Ham, including 
the League of Nations Union (which he served as President last 
year) and National Savings Committees and other war-time 
Organisations. 

Mr. Fertleman, who was. born in Russia. received his 
Rabbinical training at the Yeshiva Etz Chaim, London, and 
served as Minister at Grimsby from 1920 to 1922, at the Higher 
Crumpsall Synagogue, Manchester, from 1922 to 1924, then at 
Finsbury Park till 1932, and again at Manchester (at the New 
Synagogue till 1937. In the last-named year he was awarded 
the M.A. degree by Manchester University. Mr. Fertleman’s 
long association with the Grand Order Sons of Jacob as Hon. 
Chaplain to the Manchester Lodge was recognised in 1938 by 
the conferment upon him of the Sponsorship of a new Lodge in 
Forest Gate. 

The late Minister is survived by four children.

DR. EMIL KRASNY 
Leading Austrian Zionist 


Dr. Emil Krasny, leader of the Austrian Zionists ia 
England, died in London last week, at the age of 65 years. 
He was a close friend of Theodor Herzl and the Herzl 
family. 

Dr. Krasny (writes Mr Josef Fraenkel) was the Chairfnan of 
“ Ivria,”’ the second oldest student organisation in Austria, and 
the founder of the first Jewish sports organisation, “ Bar 
Cochba.”" He also founded, in conjunction with Dr, Immer- 
gluck, the Zionist Organisation “Hessiana.” He gave his services 
to the “ Kultusgemeinde,” and to Zionist and other Jewish 
and non-Jewish organisations. 

Dr. Krasny, who was a wealthy man, contributed generously 
to Jewish, and particularly Zionist, causes. His home was a 
mecting-place for Jewish notabilities, including many distin- 
guished writers. As Theodor Herzl’s close friend, Dr. Krasny 
was appointed legal guardian to Herzl’s children. He was a 
member of the Executive of the Herzl Archive and the Herzl 
Club in Vienna. In London Dr. Krasny continued his work 
on behalf of Zionism ; 

The “Igul Alumni Association of Zionist Fraternities of 
Austrian Universities held a memorial meeting for Dr. Krasny, 
under the leadership of Dr. Bauer. Mr. Josef Fraenkel con- 
ducted the service and, in an address, spoke of Dr. Krasny’s 
40 years of Zionist activity.

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THE LATE PROFESSOR SCHORR 
Mystery of his Death 


A communiqué from the office of Dr. I. Schwarzbart, the 
Polish-Jewish leader, says that the death in July of Rabbi 
Professor Moses Schorr (which we announced last week) was 
communicated by Ambassador Kot to Dr. Schwarzbart in a 
cable in which he also expressed his sympathy in the loss 
suffered by Polish Jewry. 

“We want to recall,’ continues the communiqué, “ that 
immediately upon the signing of the Polish-Sovict agreement 
we took steps with the Polish Government for the release of 
the late Professor Schorr. General Sikorski submitted his name 
to the Soviet authorities, but without result. We constantly 
reminded the Polish Embassy and asked the Ambassador to trace 
him and obtain his release It seems, however, that when the 
Polish-Soviet agreement was signed Professor Schorr was alread 
dead. It is also worth recalling that the leader of the Polis 
Socialists, Mr. Mastek, who arrived from Russia a few months 
ago, told Dr. Schwarzbart that he spem a considerable time 
with Professor Schorr in the Lubianka prison in Moscow, and 
ron Professor Schorr was removed from that prison in December 
940.” 

Efforts to ascertain the circumstances in which Professor 
Schorr met his death in Russia are being made in London, writes 
a correspondent. A cable has been sent to Ambassador Kot 
to report more details. A version that Rabbi Schorr was shot 
is denied in responsible circles. It is thought more probable 
that he died of some illness as there were reports that he 
developed some heart trouble soon after he was brought to a 
Russian prison 

Ihe Council of Polish Jews in London held a special meeting 
to honour the death of “ a great Polish Jew.” 

Rabbi Schorr left a wife three daughters, and two sons. One

Professor Schorr, who was born in Przemysl in 1874, was from 
1899 to 1923 teacher of religion at the Seminary in Lemberg. 
In 1910 he was appointed Dean for Semitic Languages and the 
History of the Orient. At the end of 1923 he was called to 
Warsaw to succeed Rabbi S. Poznanski as Chief Rabbi of the 
Reformed Warsaw Synagogue In 1926 he became Professor 
of Semitic Philology at the University of Warsaw, and én 1928 
was appointed Rector of the Institute of Jewish Learning. 

As a member of the Polish Senate, Professor Schorr pro- 
tested on many occasions against anti-Jewish incidents in 
Poland. He was one of the leading members of the Jewish 
Agency Committee in Poland.

Sik,—The proposal to find the money for religious education 
by a tax is causing misgiving. There is an element of risk in 
depending on a tax through the Synagogue when it is under the 
shadow of a declining influence.

Bible Fragments from the Cairo Geniza 


PROBLEMS OF HEBREW VOCALISATION 


Professor Paul Kahle, formerly Professor of Oriental 
Phifology in the University of Bonn, delivered the Schweich 
Lectures on Biblical archxology, taking as his subject “ The 
Cairo Geniza,” at the rooms of the British Academy, Burlington 
Gardens, W.1. Dr. Lionel D. Barnett presided at the first 
lecture and Sir Frederic G. Kenyon at the two others. 

Professor Kahle, after describing the Geniza—a sort of attic 
of an ancient Synagogue in Old Cairo containing a great 
number of historically important fragments of MSS., printed 
books, letters, and documents which had been stored away for 
many centuries—referred to the earliest discovery of the con- 
tents, about 1860, by the Jewish traveller, Jacob Saphir, and the 
work of subsequent scholars, such as, among others, Firko- 
witch (whose collections are in the Russian Public Library at 
Leningrad), and Mr. Elkan Adler (who was present at the 
lectures). He dwelt particularly upon the important results of 
the journey of Solomon Schechter, sponsored by Cambridge 
University im 1896, to the Geniza, which culminated in the 
collaiod of the world-famous collection of fragments in the 
library of that University. The Bodleian Library at Oxford has, 
alter Cambridge, the largest collection of Cairo Geniza frag- 
ments, and is the only library to have a printed catalogue of 
als collection, 


Discovery of Babylonian V ocalisation 


In his second and third lectures, devoted to Biblical texts and 
Rabbinical literature, Protessor Kahle described his researches 
im Various centres, here and on the Continent, While studying 
the Yemenite MSS. in the Royal Library in Berlin, he found a 
large tragment of a Hebrew MS. of the Ketubim and was super- 
ficially vocalised in the Yemenite way. On closer examination 
he discovered that the whole vocalisation was altered and that 
beneath the usual Yemenite vocalisatron were to be seen traces 
ol another, also supra-linear, but in all detatls diflermg trom 
the Yemenite method. Other scholars. could not solve the 
puzzic for him of where this vocalisation came trom tt took 
him two years to pick out all the details), but finally, from a 
siudy of Saadya, confirmed by other facts, he discovered that 


the tragment showed the Eastern, e., Babylonian, pronuncia- | 


tion, as distinct from the Western, or Palestinian, and that tor 
the first treme we had in it an example of the real Babylonian 
Muasora, 

It was absolutely unique, and because Babylon had for 
hundreds of years been the real centre of Jewish learning, the 
find was otf the greatest importance. A later find of a tragment 
ot the Babylonian texa, published from the Firkowitch collec- 
tron, contirmed his own readings, but no one then knew that the 
VES. came trom the Cairo Geniza, where he knew that, if any- 
where, further fragments would be found. Further research 
led to his having the broad foundation for the genuine Baby- 
lonian text of the Bible, and he published his results in 1913. 

Ihe lecturer described the growth of the Babylonian system 
of vocalisation and punctuation. The Jews of Babylonia began 
by adopting a system which was used in Eastern Syrian MSS. 
Comparative evidence showed that none of the fragments could 
have been written later than the 9th century c.e. Texts found 
in the Cairo Geniza also showed a separate Palestinian vocal- 
isation—niqqud Eres Yisrael—which was later entirely replaced 
by the Tiberian. It was undoubtedly the Karatte movement, 
with its puritanical interest in the text of the Bible, which .led 
to the development of the Tiberian punctuation, About 
90) c.f. the Babylonian system was swallowed up by the 
Piberian. 


Attempt to Eliminate Earlier Systems 


the Masoretes, continued the lecturer, did everything possible 
to foster the idea that their transmitted text was the only 
authoritative one, and tried to eliminate all traces of earlier 
systems so radically that no previous texts should be preserved. 
It was against the wishes of the Masorctes that the MSS. in 
the Geniza had not been destroyed. Two Masoretic texts, those 
of Ben. Asher, fixed about the beginning of the 10th century, 
and of Ben Naftali, were adapted to each other, and ths, in 
principle, was the text printed by Jacob ben Chayim in Venice 
in 1824/5. This edition was the “ textus receptus.” 

This, suggested Professor Kahle, has been mistakenly accepted 
as the Hebrew spoken in Palestine 2.500 years ago and 1s. not 
questioned in our Hebrew grammars. But whoever read the 
Ben Asher text would see that a great many rules of his Hebrew 
grammar would have to be altercd to “fit the later text! 
Again, in the printed editions of Ibn Ezra the Bible quotations 
had been brought into accord with the textus receptus, in 
spite of all the absurdities which might result from such altera- 
tions. This had been up to the present day the gencrally 
adopted method, a naive method of textual criticism still 
current in centres of Jewish learning. An example occurred 
in Jerusalem a few months ago, when an edition of Saadya’s 
Siddur—Saadya was a contemporary of Ben Asher—was pub- 
lished, in which his vocalisation was replaced by the “ fancy ” 
vocalisation according with centuries later! Editors seemed 
simply to disregard the valuable signs in the Geniza fragments. 

As Aramaic had been the spoken language of the Jews trom 
the 6th century B.c.e., and Hebrew simply the learned language 
and that of the Synagogue—the lecturer quoted evidences for 
this statement—he dismissed the idea that the Masoretes, who 
finished their complicated system about 900 c.e. (when Hebrew 
had ceased to be a spoken language for about 1,300 years), could 
have had transmitted to them the details by word of mouth, 
By various historic examples, Professor Kahle showed how the 
Masoretic system differed from the original Babylonian and 
Palestinian. They had built up a new method, which did not 
exist before, and their model and analogy had no doubt been 
found in other langpages, chiefly Svriac and Arabic. The great 
mistake made by Hebraists was .to identify the language 
fixed by the Masoretes with the really spoken Hebrew.

_ The Refugees 


RELEASE OF INTERNEES IN 
AUSTRALIA 


The Victorian International Refugee Emergency Council, 
Melbourne, in a statement on the question of the release of 
internees from the United Kingdom on Australian soil, says 
that the Commonwealth Government is now prepared to con- 
sider the release of men whose security records are satisfactory 
and who possess some special skill or knowledge of use to the 
war eflort. It is believed that while a liberal interpretation may 
be given to this policy, there does not at the moment appear 
to be any chance of the release of men who do not possess 
technical or scientific skill. 

Two transports left Australia for Britain with about 80 
released refugees some time ago before Japan's entry into the 
war. There is no news yet as to the effect of the war in the 
Pacific on further transports. 

About 300 of the interned refugees who have returned to 
Britain from Australia have joined the Pioneer Corps. 

Chere are still about 1,300 internces in Australia and about 
the same nufhber in Canada. 


NO U.S. VISAS FOR GERMAN REFUGEES 
IN BRITAIN 


Hundreds of German friendly refugees granted visas to the 
United States and awaiting transport from Britain have been 
warned by the United States authodtes in London that they 
will not now be able to go, says the Dauty Skerceu. The visas 
aie to be cancelled. 

Portugal also will issue no more transit visas. since refugees 


reaching Lisbon on the way to the United States would be 
stranded there. 


AUSTRIANS AID WAR EFFORT 


It is one of the aims of the Free Austrian Movement to 
mobilise Austrians for the fullest aid to the war effort. And 
that Movement has appointed a sub-committee on war produc- 
tion to act as a liaison and advisory body between Austrians 
who can be of use in the war effort and the authorities dealing 
with production. 

A conference of Austrian workers, manufacturers, and pro- 
fessional men is to be held to discuss problems and experiences 
of Austrians engaged in production. 

Since the publication of the Declaration of the Free Austrian 
Movement, calling for a national struggle against Nazism, many 
prominent Austrian persons have expressed their support. 
The signatories to the Declaration include the artist, Kokoschka ; 
Robert Neumann, the author; Bruno Heilig, the author aod 
journalist; and Anna Mahler, the sculptress and daughter of 
the composer. 


ALIENS MAY FIRE-WATCH IN 
ST. MARYLEBONE 


St. Marylebone Borough Council has rescinded its resolution 
passed in April, 1940. “ that no persdn being a national of 
any State with which Britain is at war shall be engaged or 
retained in the A.R.P. service.” 

The Civil Defence Committee had reported that in the present 
man-power situation it was desirable to make the fullest use 
of all available willing service in the prosecution of the war. 
The report referred to nationals of other countries, including 
anti-Nazis from Germany and Austria and anti-Fascists from 
ltaly, who were helping the Allied cause, and said that ~ in 
the Civil Défence service. as in the fighting services, such help 
is to be welcomed.”

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SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


A CHANGE OF HEART 


“ And the angel of the Lord appeared unio him in a 
flame of fire... .” 


HAT there is a striking parallel between the story of 

Israel in Egypt and Israel to-day, between the ancient 

struggle agains! the tyranny of Pharaoh and the present 
world-war against the Hitlerian terror, is not a new thought. 
Compare the two epochs: 

Of old. Pharaoh was a despot. Utterly callous and 
ungrateful, he “ knew not” Joseph and all that he had done 
for Egypt. Indeea, he hated Joseph's people as a whole 
with an unreasoning hatred, exploiting yet crushing them. 
The moment came when Moses took up the challenge for 
his people. He spoke to Pharaoh in the name of the Lord, 
the God of Israel. But Pharaoh declared that he knew Him 
not. “ Who ts the Lord that | should hearken unto His voice 
to let Israel go? ” At last the real inner meaning of the 
Struggle stood vividly revealed. It was not just a duel of 
wits between Moses anu Pharaoh; or a revolt of slaves 
hating their chains. It was the Battle of Battles, the Battle 
of Paganism versus Hebraism—lIsrael’s God-Concept, Israel's 
Ideal of Liberty, Israel's Ethic of Justice and Humanity. 

The end of the story is familiar. . Paganism was defeated. 
Religion, Freedom, Justice, and Humanity won their first 
great victory. 

To-day: A new Pharaoh has arisen named Hitler. He 
hates the Jews with an insane hatred. Wherever his power 
has extended, he has reduced the Jewish community to a 
state of helotrv: he has robbed them of all their rights and 
possessions—the cold pogrom. But that too did not suffice. 
So he has decimated them in divers ways-—-the savage 
blood-hot pogroms. He has employed a more elaborate 
technique than his prototype, for technology has advanced. 
For a time he masked his real purpose. Anti-Semitism 
proved an excellent camouflage. But eventually the naked 
truth stood clearly revealed. The old Paganism, emanating 
this time from the German Valhalla, had declared war once 
more against Hebraism, that 1s, against Religion, Morality, 
Justice, Humanity, and all the manifold spiritual gilts that 
Judaism has bestowed upon civilisation. 

And the end? ‘If the parallel ts true, then in the end, 
despite all his Blitz-successes, the modern Pharaoh will 
succumb to the unconquerable forces of Freedom. 


i! is a fascinating comparison. It inspires courage and 
faith. But is it compete’? Have: we omitted no essen- 
tial, vital factor in the similitude? Given the conditions 
of bondage and affliction, does redemption follow mechant- 
cally. automatically ? 
nical conception of salvation represents a com- 
picte nusunderstanding of the lessons of the Exodus. Israel 
Was not receemed merely becauce Pharaoh was a tvrant 
and the Egyptian Order a ruthless regime of slavery. The 
Exodus was the consequence of a fundamental spiritual 
change in Israe] that began with Israels leader ind law- 
giver himself. Moses the Fugitive became Moses. the 
Liberator only after he had seen the Heavenly Fire of. the 
burning bush, only because he listened to the Divine Voice. 
In that instant Moses was transformed into another being: 
in the darkness of exile he had seen a new iight that 
illumines but does not consume—the light of Israel's 
immortal destiny: he had heard, in the pitiless desert, the 
Word of God, speaking of righteousness, salvation, and love: 
he had stood on sacred zround. Now he could go forth 
to redeem. That was the first step in the process of redemp- 
tion, that was the true miracle; the rest of the story ts the 
sequel—inevitable, unchanging, eternal. Redemption postu- 
lates a change of spirit. The victory of freedom ts born in 
the soul of man. 

That is the great truth, the moral and the lesson that we 
must take to heart in these days of mortal combat. The 
parallel between our own period and that of. the Egyptian 
Bondage is true We are fighting in Hitler the spirit of 
Pharaoh. We are battling against the greatest foe of man- 
kind—-the idolatry. of force. Shall we-win? Will history 
repeat itself? Will the story of the Exodus, mutatis 
mutandis, be re-enacted”? 

fo answer these questions we. must consider the pre- 
eminent condition of the Exodus triumph. In hoping and 
working and fighting for victory, we must remember that 
victors begins with the heart. Have we purified our hearts 
and spirit? Have we seen in the wilderness of our times 
the Light Divine and heard the Heavenly Voice?

ET us be candid: let us be honest with ourselves even 
if it hurts The war has been a great leveller. It has 
ironed out many foolish and baneful class distinctions, 
and it has “levelled up™ the character, courage, and 
spiritual outlook of the general population to new, un- 
imagined heichts. But there is still too much moral dross 
in our midst... How can we speak of a change of heart 
when out of the present incredible human suffering grisly 
monevyv-makers still seek to profiteer; when the prevailing 
dearth of the verv necessities of life tempts unscrupulous 
cheats to rob the needy in orcer to fill the larders of their 
soulless well-to-do clients? With what sincerity do we rail 
against the wickedness of the enemy, denounce his aggran- 
disements, when in our own midst unrighteousness, with its 
inevitable Chillul Hashem as a consequence, is still being 
perpetrated? 

O. for a modern Isaiah who would. preach anew the 
immortal sermon: “To what purpose is the multitude of 
your sacrifices unto me” . when ye make many prayers, 
] will not hear’ vour hands are full of blood. Wash vou, 
make you clean: put away the evil of your doings before 
mine eves. ! 

Nor is it a question of commercial corruption only. There 
are those in high places who are guilty of selling their 
national, Zionist birthright, for the illusory benefit of 
strenethening, as they imagine, their local position by 
pleasing anti-Semites and convincing the world of their 
un-Jewishness, They commit treason against their people. 
Thev are jeopardising Israel's future. 

Galut has turned some of our silver into dross. We need 
a change of spirit. If true peace, rooted in justice and free- 
dom, is ever to come to the world, we all need—both Jew 
and Gentile--more_ sincerity, more selflessness, more 
spiritual idealism.

Poison-Gas Tests on Dutch Jewish 
Prisoners 


Recently THe Jewish CHRONICLE reported that 680 young 
Jews had been arrested in various parts of Holland and sent 
to the concentration camp at Mauthausen, Upper Austria. 
Three hundred and fifty of them were interned there during 
the disturbances last February in Amsterdam, about 100 
arrived in May. and another 230 in June. At the end of 
July, 130 of them—-about one in five—had already died; 
and at the beginning of October news was received that 
the number of deaths had increased to about 400. In the 
last three weeks of September, the death-rate was reported 
to be about S50 a week. 

No information was given at the time as to the cause or 
circumstances of the deaths, and neither the ashes nor the 
personal belongings of the deceased were returned to their 
relatives. But it was then stated that all indications pointed 
to the conclusion that the high death-rate was caused by 
extremely hard labour, cruel treatment, bad nutrition, and bad 
hygienic conditions. It was thought that the large number of 
deaths among the internees was duc to the work they were 
forced to do in the saltpetre mines. All the mternees were in the 
prime of life, their ages varying from 18 to 35, 

it is now declared by correspondents to “ Aufbau,” the 
German Jewish refugee newspaper published in New York, that 
the Jewish prisoners died as a result of Nazi experiments on 
them with poison gas. 

One correspondem says that of the 680 Jews, about half were 
Dutch nationals and halt German refugees, including former 
trainees from the well-known Wieringer farm which was closed 
down by the Nazis They were arrested in two batches—one 
last February following the anti-Nazi riots in Amsterdam, and 
one last June, as a reprisal for an allezed attack on German 
officers. The victims, it is added, underwent a careful medical 


examination, and those. with bodily defects were released It 
was therefore, gencrallvy assumed that the prisoners were intended 
for labour service The second batch was then sent to Maut- 
hausen, where thev found the members of the first batch, who 
had already spent several months at the notorious Buchenwald 
Camp 

About ten days after their arrival came the first reports of 


dozens of deaths. . This correspondent declares that 
self knows ot 14 of his acaurimtances who died there 

A leading foreigner in Berlin, who was interested in. helping 
one of the prisoners with whose parents he was tricndly, was 
finally informed by .a Naz:.othcial, after many approaches to 
the authorities. “ No one gets out of Mauthausen alive. Even 
if the war were to be over. to-morrow, the last survivors would 
be killed to-day. They are dying of porson gas.”

BULLETS TO CHECK TYPHUS 
EPIDEMIC 
Nazis Slaughter Stricken Jews 
EAST ECLROPEAN GHETTOES SEALED 


The Nazi invaders of Russia, panic-stricken at their failure 
to cope with the typhus epidemic, have issued insiructions that 
in places in the occupied where no ghettoes exist, 
typhus-stricken Jews who are likely to cause the spreading of 
the disease are to be shot and their infected belongings 
destroyed. In Vilkomir and elsewhere, a number of Jews have 
already been murdered. 

In addition to this latest piece of Nazi hygiene, the 
have ordered the complete tsolation of the typhus-stricken 
Jewish ghettoes in Kovno, Wilno, Riga, Tallinn, and Dvinsk. 
No Jew is allowed to leave the ghettocs and no non-Jew Its 
allowed to approach the ghetto walls. The Nazis have also 
decided to permit such ghettoes to retain three Jewish doctors 
for every thousand internees. The rest of the Jewish doctors 
must register for work in the German military hospitals 

The notorious Jew-baiting organ, the SiurkMBR, has ‘pub- 
lished a special issue devoted to the menace to the Germans of 
the typhus epidemic Ihe paper is illustrated by horrible 
pictures of typhus-stricken Jews, and 1s tull of charges against 
the Jews in the Baltic States, White Russia, and Poland of 
spreading typhus bacillh in order to destroy the German armies 
in the East. The Stugrmer demands that Germany retaliate 
and destroy European Jewry without further delay,

Dr. I. Schwarzbart has cabled to the Federation of Polish 
Jews in the Argentine, as well as to the branch of the World 
Jewish Congress in that country, asking them to take over from 
the United States the responsibility for providing, through the 
Red Cross, anti-typhus serum for the Jews in Poland. 

It is no longer possible for this to be done from the United 
States, since that country is now a belligerent. 


* REINFORCEMENTS ” FOR 
EASTERN FRONT 
Nazis’ Plan for 250,000 Jews 


Persistent reports are current in Stockholm that, owing to 
the heavy German casualties on the Russian front, the 
German Ministry of War is considering a plan for the 
mobilisation of 250,000 Jews from the third Reich and 
from the occupied territories for front line duties. 

The Nazi War Ministry considers that at least that number of 
Jews can be more usefully employed in the front line than in 
forced labour units behind the lines, and it is therefore anxious 
to remove the Nazi ban on the front line employment of Jews. 
What the Nazi Party leaders say about this plan is not revealed, 
The final decision rests with Hitler,

according to a new decree of the Slovak Government. But they 
will not be eligible for promotion. 


ALIENS IN THE UNITED STATES 
No Discrimination 


The United States Attorney-General, Mr. Francis Biddle, 
has assured aliens in the United States that so long as they 
“conduct themselves in accordance with law, they need 
fear no interference by the Department of Justice or by 
any other agency of the Federal Government.” The 
Attorney-General added that every effort would be made 
to protect such aliens from any discrimination or abuse. 

Ihe National Refugee Service has been in constant com- 
munication with the authorities in Washington on vital refugee 
matters ever since war was declared, it is announced by Mr. 
Albert Abrahamson, Executive Director. He said that the 
Service was continuing all its work of relief, employment, 
retraining and emigrant adjustment, as well as adapting itself 
to new tasks. 


J.D.C.s War-Time Plans 


Plans, too, for continuing on a war-time basis the work of 
assisting Jewish victims of persecution overseas have been Out- 
lined by Mr. Edward M. M. Warburg, Chairman of the 
American Jewish Joint Distribution Committec. 

Over a year ago, it is revealed, anticipating the possibility 
of an emergency that might cut communications between the 
head office of the Committee and its overseas committees, the 
J.D.C. made plans to ensure that the work of relief should 
not be abruptly and seriously curtailed. At a recent Executive 
Committee meeting ‘it was agreed to ear-mark $1,500,000 for 
this purpose. Local Jewish committees overseas have been 
notified that they may borrow from local sources, with the 
assurance that the J.D.C. will reimburse ‘these loans when 
feasible without aiding the enemy 

li is expected, says the statement, that when the first shock 
of the present situation wears off, conditions will stabilise them- 
selves sufficiently to enable the local committees to function 
effectively. Meanwhile, in other areas, such as unoccupied 
France, Portugal, Spain, Swizerland, Turkey, North Africa, and 
clsewhere, the programme of the Committee is continuing as 

‘fore. 

It is emphasised that in no circumstances will any funds be 
allowed to benefit the enemy either directly or indi: ctly® 


AMERICAN JEWISH EX-SERVICEMEN 
AID BRITAIN 


Three mobile kitchens for Britain are to be purchased 
with a cheque for $4.600 presented to Major-General Beith 
(‘lan Hay”), of the British War Relief Society. by Mr. 
Archie H. Greenberg, New York State Commander of the 
Jewish War Veterans of the United States (shown on the 
right). The funds were donated by 80 posts of the Jewish 
War Veterans throughout New York State. 


Mr. Cordell, Hull, Secretary of State, has been awarded the 
AMERICAN Heprew Medal for 1941, in recognition of his services 
to the country “in a time of grave national crisis,” and par- 
ticularly for his contribution to the cause of “ better under- 
standing between Christians and Jews.” Acknowledging the 
award, Mr. Hull expressed his deep gratitude declaring that “ to 
be made the recipient of this fine honour. which has been 
awarded in the past to such distinguished persons as President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. the Hon. Myron C. Taylor, the Hon. 
Newton D: Baker, and others, appeals to me greatly.” 


SHANGHAI FUGITIVES FROM 
rHE GESTAPO 

The persecution of the Jewish refugees in Shanghai by the 
Japanese occupation authorities has driven many of those being 
sought by Gestapo agents to try to secure protection in various 
French institutions, for these have been treated by the Japanese 
with a certain degree of respect. The French authorities, acting 
on instrucuons trom Vichy, refused to come to their aid: but 
the Gestapo agents have discovered that the French Missionary 
Society in Shanghai was ignoring Vichy orders and had actually 
hidden on its premises a number of Jewish refugees, including 
about S0 children. Nazi organs in Paris are now insisting that 
the Socicty be compelled to comply with Vichy policy and 
surrender the refugees to the Gestapo. 

The Executive of the Agudas Israel World Organisation has 
been informed by the Swiss Aguda that they have established 
contact by telegram with the Polish refugee Rabbis and Tal- 
mudical students stranded in Shanghai. They are safe, but their 
position is precarious Owing to the fact that support from the 
U.S.A. has ceased. Rabbi Ashkenazi, the Rabhi of Shanghai. 
reports that the position is especially critical. It is understood 
that the Swiss Aguda is considering in what way help can be 
sent. 


BRAZIL BANS JEWISH PAPERS 


Despite the fact that they have conformed with the new decree 
requiring the foreign-language piess of Brazil to appear in 
Po tuguese, the Jewish periodicals. Sao Pautro'’er -OISHE 
ZeitUNG and Yippisue Perrsse. have been banned by Brazil's 
National Department for Press and Propaganda 
_ The suppression of the newspapers is explained by a regula- 
tion forbidding foreigners to have any part in the intellectual 
leadership of the country, This regulation was considered. to 
be applicable despite the fact that the officially responsible 


editors of both papers are natives of Brazil. 


All that now remains of the Jewish press in Brazil is the 
Cronica TSRAgLITA, @ weekly which has veen granted temporary 
permission to appear as the official organ of the Jewish religious 
community of Sao Paulo. 
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DANISH KING THREATENS TO 
ABDICATE 


Protest Against Jew-Law 


According to news reaching London from Scandinavian 
sources, King Christian of Denmark has threatened to 
abdicate because of German insistence that Denmark 
adopt Jew-laws. King Christian's threat is said to have 
been made last Saturday. 

ihe anu-Jewish legislation was prepared and presented to 
the Cabinet by the pro-Nazis, Scavenius (Forciga Minister), 
Gunnar Larsen (Minister of Transport), and T. H. Jacobsen 
(Minister of Justice) At a meeting of the Ministers last week 
(reports the Daity MorninG Post), their pro- 
posals were rejected by other Ministers, and the Prime Minister, 
M. Stauning, refused to present them to the King. When 
Scavenius supsequently approached the King and asked him to 
override the Cabinet, the King refused, and indicated that he 
would approve the proposals only if they received Parliament's 
unanimous support. 

Ihe pro-Nazi Ministers then presented the proposals to a 
special committee, which rejected them unanimously on Satur- 
day. The Germans thereupon demanded that the laws be 
accepted immediately. 

It was then that the King announced that if they persisted in 
these dtmands and attempted to force their acceptance he would 
abdicate. It is not yet known whether the Germans have now 
backed down. 

During the past few weeks the Nazis, aided by Danish 
qguislings, have been conducting a violent campaign against the 
Jews. Recently, they organised a demonstration outside the 
offices of the Ministry of Commerce in Copenhagen as a protest 
against the Ministry's action in appointing a Jew, Einar Kohn 
as Vice-Chairman of the Department for the Regulation of Food 
Prices. The Nazi demonstrators clamorously declared that the 
Ministry's action was a breach of the Anti-Comintern Pact, 
which, in their opinion, also implied the official approval by 
Denmark of the Axis Jew-laws. But the Danish police dis- 
persed the demonstrators. The Nazi Press in Germany replicd 
by threatening Denmark with serious consequences for pursuing 
a course hostile to the Nazi spirit. 

The Danish pro-Nazis have also been singling out for attack 
the Jewish professors at Copenhagen University, accusing them 
of hindering the establishment of friendly relations between 
Denmark and Germany. 

Headed by the quisling Clausen, the pro-Nazis have launched 
a campairn against Shechita 

The Copenhacen police have. been investigating a recent 
attempt to set fire to the principal local Synagocue. 


“ ARYANISATION ” FEARS IN 
NORWAY 


Norwegian Jews.and “ half-Jews"’ are now obliged to give 
a detailed report of their property and incomes. It is thought 
that confiscation ts imminent. In many places the Hird, the 
Norwegian anti-Semitic organisation, has already taken over the 
control of shops owned by Jews, me 

But the Norwegians have found a way of embarrassing the 
Nazis and quislings who have taken possession of “ Aryanised.”’ 
businesses. The public simply’ boycotts them and _ patronises 
businesses sull in the hands of Jews. 


HUNGRY FINLAND 
Jew-Baiting as a Diversion 


The Nazis and their puppets in Finland are trying to 
distract the starving and suflering population by a wide- 
spread anti-Jewish campaign. Demands have already 
appeared in pro-Nazi Finnish organs for the setting up of a 
ghetto in Helsinki for a decree forbidding Jews to live in 
Viborg (the town recently retaken by the Finnish Army 
from the Russians), for Jew-laws on the German model, 
and even for the expulsion of all Jews from Finland and 
the confiscation of their property. 

On the occasion of the Christmas holiday, the pro-Nazi 
papers distributed as gifts to their readers anu-Jewish books 
and pamphlets published in Germany 

As a result of the agitation and the fear of Jew-laws, many 
Jews have Icft Finland for Sweden. But their departure has 
given rise to fresh attacks. The pro-Nazi Press declares that 
it welcomes the emigration of Jews but objects to their taking 
with them their capital and valuable belongings. The Jew-baiters 


now demand that Jewish emigrants be forced to leave behind . 


all their possessions 


DEATH-LAWS FOR NAZI POLAND 
Fears of Revolt and Sabotage 


A savage decree imposing a penal code on Poles and Jews 
in the incorporated Polish territories is announced in the 
official German news agency. 

According to the new decree, the death sentence may be 
pronounced for any acts of violence committed by Poles or 
Jews against Germans generally, and particularly against 
members of the armed forces, the police (including the auxiliary 
police), civil servants, and members of the Nazi Party and 
affiliated organisations. Any kind of anti-German activity and 
sabotage against the German “ work of reconstruction” will 
also be capital crimes. 

A revealing comment on the new decree has been made by 
Thiemann, the Nazi public prosecutor in Poznan, The death 
penalty for any action considered to be anti-German has hecome 
necessary, he says, because ot the “ mass character” and tre- 

uency of offences by Poles against Germans He adds that 

iscrimination against Poles is justified by these acts, which 
indicate that the Poles have a “ socic'ly dangerous *’ character 
from the German viewpoint He cynically adds that Poles and 
Jews condemned on the basis of the new decree cannot claim 
that they are deprived of the rights of citizenship, because they 
possess no such rights. 

In the case of minor offenees not punishable by death, Poles 
and Jews are not sentenced to imprisonment, he declares, but 
are sent to special punitive camps. In addition, Poles and Jews 
sentenced under the decree have no right of appeal; and their 
sentences are inflicted immediately. 

Polish official circles in London, commenting on the dec.e¢e, 
point out that the German authorities, during two years cf 
occupation, have never shown any hesitation in passing death 
sentences on Poles and Jews indiscriminately. That the German 
Government should now find it necessary to issue special decrees 
recalling to judges the character of offences for which Poles 
and Jews are liable to the death penalty is proof (they declare) 
of the strong resistance of the Polish nation against the German 
invaders, who are feeling increasingly uneasy in territory that 
remains so hostile to them, 


RUMANIAN SPY-MANIA 


Over 300 more Jews have been arrested in Bucharest and 


other Rumanian cities on charges of anti-Nazi and pro- 
Russian activities. 

The anti-Semitic Press is also clamouring for the arrest of 
the head of the Union of Rumanian Jewish Communities, Dr. 
Wilhelm Filderman. The Jew-baiters demand that he be sent 
for trial on charges of having worked during the Versailles 
Treaty negotiations against Rumanian interests in obtaining a 
clause in the Peace Treaty granting equal rights to the Jews 
in Rumania and their recognition as a national minority. The 
anti-Semites also allege that it was Dr. Filderman who secretly 
communicated to Jewish bodies in London and Jerusalem the 
appalling accounts of the recent anti-Jewish atrocities in 
Rumania, enabling Jewry to draw Mr. Winston Churchill's 
attention to them. 

The last vestiges of autonomous Jewish religious communal 
life in Rumania have now been destroyed by a decree of 
Marshal Antonescu, which dissolves Dr. Wilhelm Filderman’s 
Union, and replaces it by a “ Jewish Centre,” a souremery 
Organisation on the German and Vichy model. The Jewis 
Centre will be the only organisation entitled to represent 
Rumanian Jewry 


POST-WAR PLEDGE 


M. Tilea, former Rumanian Minister in London, President 
of one of the Free Rumanian Movements in Britain, has sent 
to the World Jewish Congress a letter in which, on behalf of 
the movement, he pledges freedom and equality for citizens 
whatever their creed or origin, in the liberated Rumania that 
will come after the war, together with the annulment of all 
discriminatory legislation 

He adds that emigration should be on a voluntary basis, and 
that no form of coercion, direct or indirect, should be employed. 


KING CAROL JOINS “FREE RUMANIANS” 


Ex-King Carol has accepted the leadership of a Free Rumania 
Committee to support the Allics against the present Bucharest 
Government, reports the Datty Heratp. This was announced 
in New York this week by Mr Leon Fischer Chairman of the 
Committee. 


POLISH ANTI-SEMITE GETS OFFICIAL POST 


[From a Correspondent] 


The appointment of Dr. Marian Seyda, the former Polish 
Minister tor Justice and a veteran anti-Semite to a prominent 
post in the Polish Office for the Study of War and Peace Aims 
has caused surprise in Polish Jewish circles in London. Dr. 
Seyda resigned from the Cabinet after General Sikorski signed 
the Polish Agreement with Soviet Russia, anu he acted allegedly 
under the order of Dr. Bielecxi, leader of the Endek Party 
in London, who opposed some points of the agreement. Dr. 
Seyda’s place at the Ministry was filled by the late Dr. Liberman, 
and he was for some time without any special post 

Mr. Stanislaw Mackiewicz. a leading member of the Polish 
Conservative Party and also well known for the anti-Jewish 
tendencies displayed by him in the Polish National Council and 
formerly in the Polish Sejm, has now become the most out- 
spoken leader of th opposition to General Sikorski. He pub- 
lishes frequent statements criticising members of the Polish 
Government in the most outspoken terms. Only a little time ago 
he sharply attacked the Minister of the Interior and others, and 
charg¢d the Government with showing too favourable an atti- 
tude to Jews. This (he says) is having a detrimental effect on 
Poles in Poland. 

The Polish offical press is vigorously replying to Mr. Mackie 
wicz and a war of words is going on.

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BACK TO GENESIS 


MR. EDEN, in the course of his interesting broadcast 
on his recent visit to Russia, declared that what 
mattered in foreign aflairs was not the form of internal 
government of any nation, but Hs international 
behaviour. In that statement he placed himself in con- 
flict with an honoured and glorious tradition to which 
Biitain remained constant until the heresy of isolation 
and the madness of “appeasement” -crept into British 
counsels—to their grave befuddlement and the nation’s 
heavy cost in human suffering. 

No doubt the Foreign Secretary intended the phrase 
“form of internal government” in a strictly limited 
sense. But in view of the disastrous record of pre-war 
British foreign policy in this connection, he cannot be 
astonished if his words are given their fullest and most 
sinister implication both by those men of goodwill. 
who must grieve to hear them, and by those evil-minded 
persons who look for every opening to return to 
immoral politics after the war. It is, indeed, difficult 
to reconcile this easy construction of Mr. Eden’s words 
with the repeated Allied declarations about engaging in 
a fight for the preservation of the democratic way of! 
life. of the Christian teaching, and of civilisation itself, 
and, in particular, with President Roosevelt's repeated 
Statements of American determination to secure tree- 
dom of speech, freedom of religion, freedom from 
want, and freedom from tear everywhere in the world. 
Clearly, this achieved would very materially inter- 
ferc,. for instance, with a “form of internal govern- 
ment based on the theory of a master race, supported 
by a secret police force for the suppression, amongst Its 
peopic. of all the freedoms which our American alls 
IS OUL to protect. 

* We are fighting to cleanse the world.” said President 
Roosevelt. and by this he plainly meant the whole 
world. “ of ancient evils, ancient ills. Our enemies are 
guided by brutal cynicism, by unholy contempt for the 
human race. We are inspired by a faith which goes 
back through all the years to the first chapter of. the 
Book of Genesis: *“God created man in His own 
image. ~ And he might have added to this the teach- 
ing implied in that same Book of Genesis in the story 
of the man who asked: “Am | my brother's keeper?” 
Such magnificent concern for the whole world can 
scarcely be squared with the parochial conception which 
underlies a policy of moral tsolation. 

When Mr. Eden tells:us that what matters in foreign 
aflairs 1s not the form of internal government of any 
nation but its international behaviour, he. forgets. that 
the latter is often dictated by the former. It is a truism, 
for instance, that autocrats and dictators almost always 
end in international adventures and aggression. Hitler 
himself is only the latest example of this truth. Nor 
can tt be contended that a governmental system which, 
by persecuting religious or national groups within tits 
houndaries, Outrages the feelings of their. fellows. or 
sympathisers in other countries. and thus sets up inter- 
national fricuon, iS not something that “ matters in 
foreign affairs.” No wonder that Tur Times suggests, 
with a certain reservation with which we have dealt 
above, that it would not be prudent to assume that 
either British or Russian opinion “* will wholly endorse 
what may be called the old-fashioned diplomatic view 

that the internal government of a country has no 
necessary bearing on international policy.” Lord 
Vansittart, in his incisive and downright, way, has dis- 
missed this theory as “a silly legend.” 

fhe truth is that this doctrine of passing by on the 
other side in international affairs is inconsistent with all 
the best human aspirations and feelings. It ignores 
human sympathy, the basis of moral. urgency, and, 
therefore, of peace. It makes the hope of mutually 
self-respecting peoples acting in close harmony impos- 
sible to realise, It disregards the truth that the nations 
are as much part of one another in the moral as in the 
economic or any other sphere. Moreover, it makes the 
cardinal and disastrous blunder of assuming that moral 
disease can be isolated within a particular territory. If 
the rest of the world suffers any country to pursue a 
policy. of committing outrageous crimes against. God 
and man, then sooner or later the moral disease thus 
produced must spread beyond its borders to infect 
other lands. Amongst individuals in a State, no man 
has the right to set up an open cesspool, to the common 
danger. And no Government ought to be permitted 
to act likewise, to the hurt of all mankind. 

Until Governments are compelled, in their internal 
and international relationship, to accept a code of moral 
Yehaviour, and are ready to live up to the principle 
that man is his brothers’ keeper and that, as Christian 
teaching phrases the basic Jewish doctrine, we are 
members one of-another—unjil then, all glorious New 
Orders can only be a ploughing of the sands and vain 
imaginings. | 


AMERICA IN—JEWS STILL OUT 


SEEING that an important part of the proposed Jewish 
fighting force would have been drawn from the United 
States, it is perhaps not surprising that the entry of that 
country into the war should have suggested to some minds 
that the project was now vastly less practicable. The poten- 
tial American recruits, so runs their argument, would now 
flow instead into the American forces. Some others, among 
our Zionist friends, seek, however, to turn the latest 
development to the advantage of their own pet variation 
of the scheme, and appear to be hankering after the creation 
of Jewish units for Palestine first and foremost, with the 
recruiting potential of the rest of Jewry practically over- 
looked. All that has been said against this idea still holds 
good, and should not be ignored even in the light of recent 
events. A Palestine Jewish force, fighting under its own 
flag under British command, could be, only too readily 
misinterpreted to give a new lease of life to those fears 
of Arab resentment which have played such a prominent 
part in the delaying of the scheme. Those who know the 
facts and interpret them without prejudice have never 
attached any seriousness to what in reality has been very 
largely a scarecrow to frighten away the timid. But, even 
so, there are many who are either genuinely, though mis- 
guidedly, nervous of this Arab “danger.” and many who 
seck. by using it, to obstruct the path to an elementary 
act of justice to the Jewish people. Both of these groups 
of “ sleeping dogs ~ would be far better allowed to “ he.” 


ARE WE “MISSING THE BUS”? 

main objection to this argument trom. certain 
Zionists ws, as has again and again been urged in these 
columns, that it mrsinterprets the real Jewish need. What 
is imperimously demanded is not a Jewish fighting torce 
drawn almost exclusively from Palestine, but one recruited 
from Jews in as many ‘other lands as ts practicable, of 
which America is the chief. Hitlers challenge has been 
thrown out not to one Jewish Community, however im- 
portant, but to Jews everywhere. It is the whole Jewish 
people that he threatens and has already in large measure 
engulfed. Self-respect. human dignity. demands that the 
whole of the Jewish people still tree should give him their 
answer as Jews and in the only, form he understands. The 
Palestine Jewish contribution to an Allied victory must be 
particularly susceptible either to being forgotten or to being 
soft-pedalled so as not to attract too much Arab altention. 
A Jewish Army, symbolising the hopes of all the Jewish 
people, could not be brushed aside from any such motives, 
and Jewish hopes would not be complicated by Anything 
like the sume bogy of Arab reactions, if at all. . The 
project which the British Government approved in principle 
should still hold the field. and nothing in recent develop- 
ments can be regarded as nullifying it. Theresare sull 
plenty of young American Jews eager to participate in it 
alongside Palestinian, British. and other coreligionists, and 
no one can say that America. with an estimated army of 
nine million. men comrng into being. could not spare those 
who wanted to fight in a Jewish unit from the American 
ranks. As the hour of decision draws perceptibly nearer, 
so does the necessity for at least the training of a Jewish 
force grow more urgent. We do not ensy the verdict of 
history ‘on those who by their hesttations and pursuit of 
second bests will, in sober truth, help Jews to “ miss the 


bus.” 


AND THAT JOINT DECLARATION 


On what grounds of reason or sentiment may Free 
French and Free Danes be welcomed into the grand alliance 
of the democracies, based on the Joint Declaration of 
Anti-Axis Powers, but Jews, the first of Hitler's targets, be 
left outside, outcasts from the community of liberated 
peoples, with benevolent third parties stepping in on their 
behalf? This question might not have had to be put if a 
Jewish -fighting force were .in existence. Perhaps the 
significance of this will penetrate the understanding of those 
who are not deliberately obtuse on this subject. 


CHRISTIAN KING 

REcentLy, according to usually reliable sources, the 
Danish Government received a demand from Germany 
that the Nuremberg Laws should be introduced into Den- 
mark. King Christian refused to consider-it. The Cabinet 
then deliberated on the request. Three of them. led by 
the Foreign Minister, who latterly signed the anti-Comin- 
tern Pact. and thereby produced a national explosion, were 
for the German demand. Six were against it. The Nazi 
Ambassador angrily ordered that the King should overrule 
the majority of his Ministers. The royal reply was that 
if Hitler insisted upon persecuting the Jews in Denmark the 
King would abdicate. It has remained for this aged Sovereign 
alone among the victims and satellites of the Reich to give 
the Fuhrer the retort direct and to refuse to be cowed by 
his brutality and power. How his manly courage shines 
by the side of the cowardly wuckling of the “Mussolini 
Hop “! And how many tragedies would have been averted, 


and how much ruin spared, if others who controlled the’ 


destinies of their people had shown a particle of the same 
bravery determination! King Christian—and a 
Christian King! His unforgettable stand, in vivid contrast 
with the. feeble quisling spirit of the Pétains and the 
Darlans, will not only remain one of the great memories 
of this war, itis also a reminder that the cause of humavity 
can never be lost, even in the overrun lands. It is an 
encouragement to faint hearts to hope on and fight on!

A PROFESSOR’S DECLINE AND FALL 


Ex-Prorressor M. Bartirremy, who, like Geebbels, is 
chained to the “ Christian ” name of Joseph and is unable 
or unwilling to cut free from it, is one of the “ Men 
of Vichy.” As such, he has, among others, been 
commissioned with the redrafting of the French law so as 
to bring it into accord with the ideas of the German 
master, Being a hater of democracy and a _ veteran 
“appeaser and advocate of “collaboration” with the 
Nazis, he enjoys, indeed, exceptional qualifications for the 
job. There were just a few flies in the ointment, however. 
How was he, a former professed Liberal, to justify to his 
conscience and his past an attack on the refugees? This 
difficulty was easily got over. All France’s misfortunes, 
he discovered, were traceabl the presence of 100,000 of 
these unfortunates on French soil. In exactly the same 
way, it will be remembered, his exemplar, Hitler, found, at 
the beginning of his career of crime, that all the woes of 
the Fatherland were due to immigration of Jews from 
Eastern Europe. Of course, if the French nation could not 
stand up to the influence of a relatively tiny crowd of 
refugees, then its moral condition was more hopeless 
than even Mussolini and Hiiler had declared it to be. But 
that did not deter M. Barthélemy, nor did the fact that, 
although the Jews were already deprived of any capacity for 
mischief, even if they ever intended it, the egregious 
Pétain was obliged. in his latest broadcast, to bemoan the 
prevalence of the Black Market exploiters and the 
“nouveaux riches of defeat” who had made millions out 
of France's misfortunes. When he has to deal with the 
thorny problem of the finest and most distinguished French 
Jews, Barthélemy is in considerable difficulty. 


HIS HEART IS BREAKING! 


Writ. there was a proposition hoary with age but sill 
useful enough to be called up for service: the Jews will not 
submerge themselves in the rest of the- nation. To help 
him out he quotes an alleged saving of an unnamed Grand 
Rabbin about the unniaability of water and oi. That 
any Grand Rabbin in France—one of a class who sym- 
bolised the freedom of Jews in a Free France. and 
were proverbially proud of theer close identification with 
and devotion to the State- should ever have committed 
himself to such an utterance is in the last degree improb- 
able. Actually. of course, the whole history of French 
Jewry sacrifices war, its enrichment of French 
Statesmanship and culture--cred out shrilly against. it. 
Even the ex-Professor himself has some qualms about it. 
So he announces that Vichy does not seek to assimilate 
the Jews forcibly, as did Spain of old. It does not propose 
to expel them. or rob them of all means of existence. All 
that it contemplates is a list of discriminations, duly cata- 
logued, which will, in fact, reduce the whole of this fine 
ancient community to the level of second-class citizenhood, 
if not that of national paniahs, ready-made victims for the 
yellow armiet which will, no doubt, be the next humibation 
in store for them. Barthelemy is greatly disturbed on their 
account. His heart ts breaking! 


MONSIEUR WALRUS 


So pitiful is Barthélemy’s plight that he telly us that “Tf 
am haunted as I write these words by the thought of those 
great Jews who are my colleagues, associates, or friends, 
like the great Bergson. one of the undisputed glores of 
French philosophy and literature, and, let) me stress. of 
French thought One would hase thought that even this 
maudlin reprobate would have asked himsclt what. since a 
French Jew can so nobly express French thought, becomes

** Manchester Guardian’s Revelations 
on Palestinian Recruiting 


OFFICIAL OBSTRUCTIONISM 


A special correspondent in the MANCHESTER GUARDIAN 
has contributed an article on “ Recruiting in Palestine,” 
which sets out the situation with regard not only to the 
actual enlistment that has taken place in that»country, in 
spice of official obstacles to the recognition of Jewish 
soldiers as Jews, but also describes something of the reason 
for the official obstinacy and something, too, of the stupid 
and yveaatious restrictions imposed. 

Atter referring brietly to the Jewish contributions to the 
campaigns in the Near East, the writer says that “all this 
remains unrecognised and unacknowledged.”

The leaflets authoiinsed tor the 
campaign had to avoid any appeal to Jewish national teclings. 
In spite of these handicaps, the Jews launched their recruiting 
camparen Then occurred a grotesque incident. After a day 
packed with parades, meetings, ralhes, etc., the Jewrsh papers 
appeared without a single word about the cumpaign The censor-

Ihe Jewish renaissance in Palestine had an almost mrraculous 
growth in the last 40 years and was shown most strikingly in 
the revival of Hebrew as a language, not only of speech but 
of expressing every kind of thought and every kind of litera- 
ture” It had acted in Palestine as a great uniting influence 
among the Jews. 

Professor E. Mittwoch presided over the mecting. 


Land of Israel News 


RECORD YEAR FOR J.N.F. 
Higher Income and Land Purchase. 


From the Head Office of the Jewish National Fund in 
Jerusalem have come the final figures of income for land pur- 
chase, expenditure on land acquisition, and income from ground 
rents. They show that 5701 has been in many ways a record 
year and that the trend of achicvement has been steadily rising. 

e total area of land in the possession of the J.N.F. on 
September 30, 1941, was 561,429 dunams, and the total income 
for the year reached a new record, £620,000, the United States 
heading the list with £396,000. During the year 45,479 dunams 
were acquired, which included an important area in the Gaza 
plain of over 5,000 dunams One settlement has already been 
established on this land. 

The income from ground rent has this year reached £16,300, 
an increase of over 30 per cent. on the previous year’s figures. 

The number of inscriptions in the Golden Book during the 
financial year were 985 as compared with 728 last year; the 
total number of inscriptions is now 25,082. 


FOUR NEW SETTLEMENTS 
All on J.N.F. Land 


Two new Jewish settlements were established recently on the 
furthest southern border of Jewish colonisation, both of them 
on Keren Kayemet land. One of them, Iraq Manshich, is 
believed to be on the site of the Philistine town of Gath, the 
native town of Goliath. Kibbutz Hamanof, consisting of 130 
members of Hashomer Hazair from Galicia and Yugoslavia, 
has settled on 6,000 dunams of land at lraq Manshich. 

One hundred and thirty-two members of the Haboneh of 
Hakibbutz Hameuchad, all from Germa@y, have taken posses- 
sion of 10,000 dunams of “ Hudj” lands on the Negev border. 
attached to the Ruchama settlement, which was foundef in 1910 
by a group of Russian Zionists but was abandoned during the 
1929 disturbances, when all the groves were burned down and 
the houses demolished. ’ 

The establishment of both settlements has been assisted by 
the Histadrut Haovdim, the Dov Hos Fund, the Bitzaron Fund, 
the Keren Kayemet, and the Keren Havyesod. 

Two more Jewish settlements have also been established. One 
of them, Avukah, in the Beisan area near Kfar Ruppin, is the 
third of four settlements in memory of the late Dov Hos, Vice- 
Mayor of Tel-Aviv. It consists of 2.500 dunams of Keren 
Kavemet land, and is being intensively cultivated by 40 families 
of the Hashomer Hazair. 

The second settlement, Maanith, is near Kirkur. 


TRADE DISPUTES ORDER IN FORCE 
Compulsory Arbitration 


The Government. measures prohibiting strikes and lockouts 
and providing for compulsory arbitration of all trade disputes 
came tmnto forge on New Year's Day in the form of an Order 
by the High Commissioner published in the official Palestine 
Gazette under the Defence Regulations, reports Palcor. 

Any trade dispute that arises or ts apprehended, the Ordinance 
says, unless otherwise settled, may be reported to the District 
Commissioner by either party. The District Commissioner wil! 
endeavour to concihate the contending parties and use all 
existing arbitration bodies in order to reach a settlement of the 
dispute. If he fails in concilating the disputing parties within 
three weeks, the District Commissioner must report the matter 
to the High Commussioncr, who may, within a fortnight, order 
the dispute to be referred to an Arbitration Board consisting 
of appointed official members and also of representatives of 
employers and labour 

The decision reached by the Arbitration Board is binding 
and is not subject to appeal. Fines or terms of imprisonment 
are provided for action contrary.to the decision 

The new Ordinance contains some amendments,*as compared 
with the original draft proposals published in July last. These 
changes Rave been effected as a result of representations made 
by the Jewish Agency for Palestine.

This: will be 
done as the result of representations made to the High Com- 
missioner by the Palestine mayors on the initiative of Mr. Israel 
Rokach, Mayor of Tel-Aviv (as reported recently in THB 
JEWISH CHRONICLE). 


YISHUV THANKED FOR RECEPTION 
TO POLES 


Commanding Officer’s Post-War Promise 


Many prominent Poles, both Jewish and non-Jewish, attended 
a reception in Tel-Aviv last week to the new Othcer Command- 
ing Polish troops in Palestine. 

In the course of his speech, the Officer Commanding warmly 
thanked the Yishuv for the hearty reception it had accorded to 
the Polish refugees as well as to the troops. He emphasised the 
fact that friends could be recognised only in time of need, and 
the Yishuv had proved uself to be a friend of Poland. Future 
Polish leaders and statesmen would not forget this when the war 
was over and the democracies were victorious, he added, and 
they would find the opportunity to reciprocate in a free and 
democratic Poland. 


MR. SHERTOK IN CAIRO 


Mr. Moshe Shertok, head ‘of the Political Department of the 
Jewish Agency, has returned from Catro after a short stay, He 
gave a report lasting four hours, at a meeting of the Smaller 
Actions "Committee in Jerusalem. 

Dr. Altman, head of the New Zionist Organisation § in 
Palestine, who is now in Cairo, has had talks with Mr. William 
Bullitt. President Roosevelt's representative in the Middle East, 
Sir Walter Monckton, and the United States and Polish 
Ministers.

The Executive Council of the Order Achei Ameth met 
recently to consider a number of matters in connection with 
both the voluntary side and the National Health Insurance side.

Ihe General Secretary reported on N.H.I., and said that the 
accounts for the year 1940 had just been -received from the 
Government Auditor Once again a clear certificate had been 
issued. The Benetit Fund as at the end of December, 1940, 
stood at £47,857.

EXPLAINING AMERICA 
Government and Law of Our Partner 


Politics and Law in America. 


By Prorrssor D. W. 
BROGAN. 


Cambridge University Press. 3s. 6d. 
Reviewed by Professor Norman Bentwich. 


Professor Brogan, who recently published a brilliant work on 
the history of modern France—one of the outstanding historical 
works of recent years—is now writing brilliant books and 
pamphiets about America. He is helping Englishmen to under- 
stand the two Democracies with whose destinies our country, 
in different periods of the war, has been vitally linked. 

Phe American Government and their legal system are still 
a mystery to most of us, It is high time that we had some 
general knowledge about them: and this litthe handbook should 
heip many to an understanding. It deals with the fundamental 
principles of the American Constitution, the organs of govern- 
ment, the President, the Senate, the House of Representatives, 
and, lastly, with the constitution and work of the Supreme 
Court of the United States; and it deals with them both lucidly 
and epigrammatically. 

Professor Brogan makes clear, at the outset, the extraordinary 
place given to the written law in the organisation of American 
politics and Government. The American people, 140 vears ago, 
ordained its political life: and ws democracy has remained 
tempered with a reverence for that constitutional instrument 
‘which was the greatest achievement in political planning 
that the modern world has known.’ He shows how, ,starting 
from the same principles of representative government as the 
English people had achieved in the 18th century, American 
politics and law have diverged widely from our system. The

Sabbath Eve Service for the Synagogue, for Cantor (Bari- 
tone), Mixed Choir, and Organ. By CHARLES Di HARRACK. 
Bloch Publishing Company, New York.

This Sabbath Eve Service, by intrinsic evidence is devised for 
a form of liturgy in use among Synagogues Occupying a central 
position between, what im Great Britain would be termed, on 
the one hand Orthodox congregations amd, on the other, Liberal 
li is a musicianly endeavour by the American composer and 
pianist, who is organist of the Bnai Jesburun Temple, Cleveland, 
Ohio, to blend the idioms ot “ Hazzanuth”™ in us various 
modes of expression with the occidental cast of eeclesiastical 
vocal (solo and) choral and instrumental settings in contemporary 
art 

Within those limits (and to blend is a difficult, if not insoluble 
task) Mr. de Hlarrack has achieved a notable piece of work, 
a most felicitous illustration of his craftsmanship being the 
Kaddish No. 2, apparently an organ “ voluntary against 
the spiritual background of the “ Kaddish.”” Although, to the 
present writer, the organ seems the least likely vehicle for con- 
veyance of such a message, this setting is instinctively and dis- 
tinctively of the very essence of Jewishness. 

The composer prefixes fhe work with an interesting prefatory 
historical note upon Jewish music. The “ Service ’> prompts the 
desire to hear of more “ Jewish” composition by Mr. de 
Harrack in a less restricted sphere.

Dr. Patai is one of the spiritual leaders of Hungarian Jewry, 
which has produced a great number of Jewish statesmen tke 
Herzl and Nordau) and scholars Gike Bacher, Goldziher, Buchler, 
Krauss, Klein, Guttmann). His influence on that Jewry was 
great. He waged a vigorous fight against the very strong ten- 
dencies towards assimilation and conversion which prevailed 
there in recent times, In this book under review, series of 
lectures on Hebrew poetry, etc., given at the Hebrew University, 
Jerusalem—he reminds us again of Hungarian Jewry con- 
towards Hebrew literature. 

Between the outstanding Hebrew poct of the 18th century, 
Solomon Levisohn (1789-1822). and the so-called Bialk of 
Hungary, Avigdor Hameir (Feuerstein), Hungarian Jewry has 
produced a number of Hebrew pocts, including Max Nordaus 
father, Gavriel Siedfeld (the Hebrew text on his tomb at the 
Jewish cemetery at Budapest is the work of his son, Max 
Nordau!'). 

Of equally great interest is the author's account of the con- 
tacts between general Hungarian literature and the Old Testa- 
ment, Before Hungary was conquered by the Magyars, the 
Hungarians and Jews were on the best of spiritual terms, The 
Khazars and the Bulgarians, many of whom lived in the 12th 
century in accordance with the Mosaic Law, have probably 
exercised here a very positive and helpful influence. In the 
l6th and centuries the Reformation resulted in an cver- 
increasing influence of the Old Testament on Hungary's litera- 
ture. The Bible was at that period translated several times 
Hungarian. in many Hungarian schools in 
those days Hebrew was taught on a par with Greek and Latin. 
The famous Hungarian scholar of the l6th century, Dalnuks, 
of Transylvania, has stressed the unsurpassable importance of 
Hebrew m a way hardly ever equalled by a Jew. “ The ercatest 
gilt God has given to mankind,” he proclaimed, “ is Hebrew, 
which no language will ever surpass in artistic expression, mn 
detinition of thoughts as well as in sound, m simplicity” of 
capression as well as in richness of terms and charm of words 
God has preserved and watched over this most sublime lan- 
guage: we must honour it and devote our time to studying it.” 

Ihe list of Magyar poets and scholars who devoted themsclyves 
to the Hebrew language and to Hebrew literature is very con- 


siderable, Fhe tirst Hebrew work to be printed in Hungary 
(in 1699) was “ Bribarrum Biblicum,”. by the Magyar Samuel 
Kapasc-Juhasz. The struggle between Catholicism and Pro- 


tesiantism encouraged still more Hungarins’ imterest tn the 
Bible. One of the pronecrs of the Reformation, David Ferenc, 
went even so far as to establish in a Committee of 
Hebrew Scholars ” for translating the Bible from its orginal 
In his footsteps followed many a Hungarian theologin and 
poct. Some of them eaccliied as translators of medieval Hebrew 
poctry ito Hungarian. Even in the 19th century Hungarian 
litcrature was full of a deep appreciation of Judaism and of 
Hebrew scholarship. Special mention must be made of the 
world-famous drama lragedy of Man,” by the great modern 
classic writer, Imra Madach,. This has been translated into 
Hicbhrew by Avigdor Hameirt. 

Indeed, there are not many countries on the continent of 
Europe with so fine a record as Hungary as far as Judaism and 
Hicbrew are concerned. It ws a thing worth considering. especially 
m view of the fact that Hungary has become in the 20th century 
one of the strongholds of anti-Semitism, and even more so now 
that Hlungarian soldiery have joined forces with Hitler's hordes 
in pogromising the descendants of the creators of that very 
Hebrew Interature which was held in such high esteem by the 
spiritual builders of old and modern Hungary.

CLUB LEADERS CONFER 
Discipline, Juniors, Religion Discussed 


An interesting club conference which was held last month at 
the Brady Cottage, Clarkes Green, is summarised in the current 
issuc of the Braapy BULLETIN 

The “ Hitler type of ‘leadership was compared by Mr. 
Piercey, in a paper he read, with the kind which he considered 
was required for good club organisation. “A club leader” he 
said, “ must first of all be physically fit, and although he must 
lead throurvh love, he must have within him a core of steel.” 
He must attract and must receive a loyal following, and would 
necd to be well backed up. He thought that a leader should 
be able to provide a family atmosphere in his club, to which 
the boys could be welcomed. * Above all,” he said, “™ the 
leadcr must be convinced the job he is doing ts worth while.” 

During the discussion of this paper, the question was asked: 
How far was committee rule desirable in a club? Ut was felt 
that there was a danger of getting too mmmersed in committce 
work, and there was clearly the need for a*lcader who could 
make decisions in between committce mectings Leaders must 
be capable of producing others from among the younger boys — 
and even bad boys might make good leaders Mr. Henriques 
Stressed the importance of the leader knowing the goal tor 
which he ts working, and suggested that the club be looked 
upon as “ the mirror of the State to be.” This raised the whole 
question of how we were best to fit ourselves for citizenship, 
and he pointed out that a boy of fourteen was malicable, like 

lasticine. The problem was how to mould him: to what model 

Mr. Diamond read a paper which dealt with the necessity of 
Starting a junior section at the club (for under-sixtecns) Ile 
reviewed the present position where, with bad schooling, evacua- 
tion, and lack of parental control, these youngsters were not 
being given a fair chance. The standard at the moment. he 
said, was very low ihese boys joined in as best they could 
with the P.T. class, but no special provision was made for them; 
there was also nothing for them to do when a dance was held 
“ Drastic action is necessary.” said Mr. Diamond = The necessity 
of this was so apparent that a committee was immediately formed 
which subsequently worked out the details for what ts called 
“ The 1941 Club” 

Mr. Pierccy spoke again on club discipline. Soldicrs in the 
army of Frederick the Great would remain motionless while 
officers slashed their faces. Mr. Piercey thought that this type 
of training was not altogether to be despised, and a certain 
amount of it was good for everybody But the best discipline, 
he said, was one of self-control trom within, which also required 
the highest form of leadership 

Mr. Henriques, speaking on religion, condemned the bad 
religious training of Jewish youth everywhere He appcaled 
for a religious revival to start trom the steps of the Scttiement, 
and asked that the doctrines of righteous living be carricd out,

A.P.C. DISCUSSION GROUP 


M;. Louis Nissen, who presided over THe Jrwish CHronicie 
Discussion Group at the Angio-Palestinian Club last weck, out- 
lined the arguments raised by the newspaper's editorial, “* Win- 
ning the Peace.’ 

In the. course of the discussion, when conflicting opimions 
were cxpressed on the measurcs that would be necessary in 
gencral after the war if mankind was to secure a lasting peace, 
the position of the Jewish people was naturally dealt with. It 
was recalled that 43 nations had guaranteed the Jewish National 
Home, and the League of Nations had no power to enforce 
its pledges. Therefore, an international autherity, it was urged, 
was essential to ensure freedom for minorities, though t may 
mean the lessening of sovercign mehts of all nations 

the “ Winning of the Peace could only -be achieved 
by solving the inherent problem of the present system, that of 
poverty in the midst of plenty, was the line stressed by many 
peakers; all resources must be used for the benefit of the 
pcoples, and in this period, when the importance of nations wo 
declinine. there was a need for the regrouping of pcoplcs 
working togcther as fcllow-men.

THE JEWISH ARMY PROJECT 


There seems to be a general desire for the formation of a 
Jewish Army to fight alongside the Allics against our cnemics. 
I, personally, do not think a separate Jewish fighting unit would 
serve any useful purpose at this juncture. A Jewish Army, to 
be effective and to achieve the objects desired, must, most im- 
portant of all, possess Jewish gencrals with efficiency and 
experience to command it, which we do not possess. The general 
tendency of our statesmen, directing the prosecution of this 
war, is to amalgamate, to link all differences of nationality, to 
form one Allied Council with one unified strategy, It is far 
better at the moment to remain as we are, consolidating our 
position as Jews, fighting in every sphere of activity against the 
common foe, patiently waiting for a dillerent opportunity, 
remembering the saying of our prophet, “ Not by might, nor 
by power, but by my spirit, saith the Lord.”’"—Mr. ALex 
Ropinson, 293, Middleton Road, Higher Crumpsall, Man- 
chester, 8. 


{Our correspondent completcly misconceives the significance 
of the Jewish Army proposal. Its value and justification would 
not he m its production of gencrals; nor, indeed, as has been 
pointed out, would the size of the Jewish fighting force be of 
so much importance. The necessity for Jews as Jews for some 
form of Jewish fighting force, working, maybe, as part of the 
British Army, is the necessity for Jews as Jews to establish 
beyond the possibility of future question that they, the first 
people to be singled out for attack by the forces of darkness, 
took their share as men, as fighters, and not mercly as flecing 
victims, m God's work of destroying this abomination. We 
Zionists can see no salvation for the Children of Isracl but a 
normal Jewish national life in the Land of Isracl; we know that 
a disastrous loss of prestige would be consequent upon an 
admission of Jewish inferiority to all free nations and to the 
free men who have escaped from enslaved nations such as would 
result if we failed to participate as Jews actively in this rightcous 
Struggle. Such a failure would be reflected in a deterioration 
in the status of Jews which would not only handicap the great 
Jewish national revival in Palestine, but would invite at least 
that social discrimination which confines the Jew to the rdle 
of second-class. citizen in lands where he enjoys legal and 
political equality. Mr. Robinson's references to unified Allied 
Strategy are quite inrelevant and have no connection with the 
question of a Jewish fighting force. Otherwise we should hear 
of the dishandment of Czechs, Poles, Greeks, etc., and their 
re-cenlistment in, say, the Buffs. As for the Prophetic quotation,

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What is the educational system to be after the war? 


THE SCHOOL of the FUTURE 


ISS REBECCA WEST told a “ Brains 

Trust” session at which she was a 

guest of honour that one way in 
which the individual citizen can help to 
bring about reforms in the educational 
system of this country is by sending their 
children only to State free schools. By so 
doing, she insisted, the inequality of educa- 
tional opportunity at present militating 
against the child whose parents are unable 
to afford him the benefits of private school 
education would be removed and the whole 
scholastic system brought under direct State 
control. 

Before accepting Miss West's. argument 
(about the aim of which there is hardly likely 
to be any opposition from those who wish to 
sce the best possible effort made for the 
children of the morrow), it is necessary to 
examine a litth more closely both the condi- 
trons at present facing the sincerely devoted 
and public-spirited parent, and the viewpoint 
of the child. For in dealing with all educa- 
tional problems it should never be overlooked 
that the child is not just an inanimate labora- 
tory piece, from which reactions can be 
observed and noted automatically. Soul and 
character, both are entitled on ethical erounds 
to the best possible conditions of, development 
and progress. 


Subjected to Ordeals 


The well-meaning parent with educational 
theories has often overlooked this fact and has 
Subjected the child on whom he has tried out 
his experiments to ordeals like that of the 
celebrated Richard Feveril, or to the kind of 
incilectual “arty upbringing which Mr. H 
G. Wells's early child characters found it so 
dithcult to live down after their sojourn at an 
esiablishment which was named after the 
Venerable Bede 

Now Miss West tells the perplexed parent 
who wants some sort of co-ordination in the 
educational system to make yet another expert- 


ment, this lime a soc one. and send 
children forthwith to schools which are State- 
owned and State-maintained.+ The point. is 


that the objection of -many™parents ta such 
schools has not by any means always been 
exclusively sociological. About the small 
minority who have objected to sending thei 
children to State schools on snobbish grounds 
littie need be said. The rapid changes that are 
taking place will wash them away, and their 


children, like those of evervbody else. will 


have to adapt themselve, to a world undreamed 
of when they were. born. But thece remains 
a great number of sincere and intelligent 
parents who have made i their business to 
study educational requirements and have made 
untold sacrifices te send their children to 
schools where the system they approve of is 
maintained. Many such parents have’ them- 


selves founded and maintained schools because 
they have sincerely considered that existing 
educational facilities in a given neighbourhood, 
quite irrespective of cost or of the type of 
child attending the schools, were not the most 
desirable to make their children into the sort 
of useful happy citizens they wished to sce 
them become. 


Furthermore+as free school education con- 
cerns exclusively the young child and the 
clementary stage of instruction—they have 
believed that it is preciscly in the early period 
of a child’s mental and physical development 
that the greatest good, or the greatest ill, 


children under the care of a single teacher 
such indulgence is impossible. And so a more 
rigid discipline has to be imposed which with 
the more sensitive type of child may have 
disastrous results, or at any rate impede the 
progress which it is the whole aim of the 
educational system to assist. With the war- 
time shortage of teachers the problem is only 
intensified. 

It is assumed, in taking Miss West's sugges- 
tion, that in due course the present organisation 
of the fee-paying schools would be merged 
with those of the overcrowded tree schools and 
ultimately only one type of school would 
result. But, first, this desirable object would 
have been achieved at the expense of the 
children concerned, and, secondly, there would 
be no real guarantee that the resultant regt-

can be caused To ask such parents now 
arbitrarily to lav aside all their patient research 
in the matter of educational retorm and to 
pitchtork their children into schools in whose 
management they can have no say, ts a violent 
method of attempting to bring about a retorm, 
however much reform is needed generally. The 
first principle of modern education 1s the 
insistence on an individual approach to each 
child's needs, but one of the most obvious 
reasons why children at State schools cannot 
receive individual attention is that the classes 
at such schools are too big to permit of tt. 
Little children, although they need discipline, 


need also an elastic system by which within the . 


framework of such discipline a great degree of 
individuality can be fostered For instance, 
they will-apply themselves to a task for but a 
few moments, but then they will have an 
inresistible urge to get up and jump or in some 
way sSatisiy the sensations of growth within 
them. It is feasible and it 1s permissible tor 
a class of, say, fitteen lithe children to indulge 
this urge with gently ‘imposed moderation, 
from time to time-——but with forty or filty

What a litth country, working against terrific 
economic and political odds can achieve, a big 
nation can .sureby’ successfully set up—and 
that without the condemning of many children, 
who under war conditions need even more 
understanding and more intelligent handling, 
to a violent upheaval in their school life

PALESTINE’S CENSORSHIP 


No censorship in the whole British 
Empire in this war has been so repressive as 
that enforced in Palestine. [This and other 
Jewish newspapers have before drawn atten- 
tion to the matter, but it seems to require 
more than Jewish protests to have any effect 
on the brick wall raised against Jewish en- 
deavours as far as Palestine is concerned. It 
is well, therefore, that additional lime- 
light has been turned on that repressive 
instrument by the MANCHESTER CGiUARDIAN, 
which has commented on what it truly 
describes as the “ grotesque incident ” of the 
censorship which prevented Jewish news- 
papers in Eretz Yisrael from reporting the 
successful recruiting campaign organised by 
the Jewish Agency. The paper calls for 
public examination into this censorship. 
There 4s certainly need for it-—and there are 
strong presumptions that the censorship is 
exercised not, as one would expect, to pre- 
vent information of possible use to the 
enemy trom leaking out, but to suppress 
quasi-political news concerning the Jews in 
Palestine, in the pursuit of that hateful 
“appeasement” policy still carried on to- 
wards the Arabs, whose leaders, the Man- 
chester paper pertinently observes—the 
Muttt of jerusalem and Rashid Ali, the 
Iraqi rebel——“ are now in Berlin, plotting 
with Hitler for the happiness of the British 
Empire.” 

Hebrew newspapers are frequent sufferers 
from the censorship, and I have received 
fairly recent issues of HAOLAM, the organ of 
the Jewish Agency itself in Jerusalem. with 
large white spaces in its pages where the 
censor has thought fit to delete portions of 
articles. It is an old story also of how news 
from Palestine is unaccountably delayed. 
and it is absolutely certain that of all the 
news which papers receive from abroad. 
none is as much “ blue-pencilled ” and cut 
—cul away with scissors, not just crossed 


out—as the dispatches from Jerusalem 
correspondents. The public would no doubt 
be astonished, too, to know how often 
Palestinian news has first found tts way to 
the U.S.A. before a word is allowed to slip 
into the English press. In fact, it is from 
American sources that particulars have been 
learned of the deeds of wilfully blind British 
sympathisers with the Arabs which have 
turned out to be not simply to Jewish dis- 
advantage but to that of Britain itself. 
Cairo at present is a hotbed of such sym- 
pathisers, some of whom have actually been 
named openly in the U.S.A. No wonder 
people are insisting that it is high tme the 
Palestinian censorship were inquired into. 


NOSTALGIA 


A letter has been received by a member 
of the staff of the Bucks Fret Press, 
the county newspaper published in High 
Wycombe, from a former colleague now 
serving with the Middle East Forces, and a 
paragraph in it “intrigues” me—to use a 
term beloved of the popular writer—-im- 
mensely. In it the writer, a non-Jew, 
describes the reception the troops had at a 
certain, unnamed, port of call. while they 
were on their long way out. .The soldiers 
were given leave, and (says the letter) “ the 
inhabitants of this place went all out to give 
their visitors a roval time. Incidentally, 
there was a very fine Jewish Club, with 
library, writing-room, baths, concerts, etc., 
and all these resources were thrown open to 
us troops, as well as a grand feed at a very 
reasonable charge. The first paper I looked 
at in the reading-room was Tue Jews 
CHRONICLE, with some items of news about 
High Wycombe, and of course this made 
me feel a bit homesick.” 


_ Now I have no means, other than guess- 
ing, of identifying the club mentioned. but 
from the internal evidence I should say that 
it was in either Cairo, Egypt, or in Durban, 
South Africa. The Jewish communities of 
both these cities have gone all out to do 
their best for men of the Forces. whether 


— 


stationed near, or spending teave there, or 
simply in transit. -And both also have im- 
pressive Jewish clubs, whose amenities have 
been generously thrown open to the soldiers, 
inrespective of creed. A little idea of what 
Cairo is doing was given in this paper in 
the paragraph devoted to Egypt recentiy 
in the article on soldiers’ sersices, while | 
remember seeing with great interest a 
double-page spread of pictures in the Rosh 
Hashana number of Hastiotom, the Durban 
Jewish paper, depicting the local Jewish 
club's premises—all open free to the troops. 
Any British soldier, by the way, be he Jew 
or not, passing through Durban, is, I can 
State authoritatively, thoroughly welcome at 
that club.

Stock markets have opened the new year in a very confident 
mood.

Isserlis is worth hearing for his own sake. He was not at 
his best on this occasion—at times he seemed uncertain of the 
score—but his strong feeling for Chopin, his sense of this 
composer's romantic melancholy and melancholy romantics, 
made his recital a pleasure. The second Sonata which ended 
his first group, clearly exhibited the pianist’s gilts for cducing 
the subticties in an apparently simple melody, as in the 
“ Largo “ movement, in- which the return of the main theme 
presents a crucial test to the player.
